5  and  six  with  bright  prospects  for  the  future. 

!  Location. 

S  Shepherdstown,  the  oldest  town  in  West  Va. ,  and  known  in 

5  the  early  history  of  the  State  as  New  Mecklenberg,  is  situa- 

5  ted  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Potomac  river.    It  is  ten  miles 

5  from  Martinsburg  and  the  same  distance  from  Harper's  Ferry. 

!  Tne  Norfolk  and  Western  R.  K.  passes  through  the  town, 

S  andjnakes  connection  with  the  main  line  of  the  Baltimore  &

S  Shepherd  College  was  met  by  the  state,  by  an  appropriation 

;  of  35lt7,000. 

S  The  substantial  brick  edifice,  now  in  course  of  erection, 

;  will  be  completed  by  fall,  at  which  time,  the  scliool  will  be 

!  moved  into  its  new  home.    The  large  class  rooms  and  modern 

«  conveniences  of  the  new  building  will  greatly  increase  the 

S  facilities  for  good  work. 

S  The  old  building,  with  its  attractive  Music  Rooms  and  large 

5  Halls,  is  to  be  used  in  connection  with  Shepherd  College,  and 

;  old  associations  happily  blended  with  the  new. 

!  The  College  is  in  possession  of  a  fine  Library  of  carefully 
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selected  books.  The  Reading  Room  is  supplied  with  the  best 
literature  of  the  day. 

Every  opportunity  is  given  the  student  to  use  these  valuable 
aids  to  education, 

Within  the  last  year  new  Chemical  and  Physical  apparatus 
has  been  added  to  the  Scientitic  Equipment  of  the  school. 

The  Work  of  the  Normal. 

The  design  of  the  Normal  School  is  to  prepare  thorough, 
practical,  conscientious  teachers  for  the  State,  and  to  send 
students  to  the  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

This  is  done : 

1.  By  giving  thorough  instruction  in  all  the  branches  taught 
in  the  State. 

2  By  giving  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teach- 
ing. - 

3.  By  giving  instruction  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages; 
the  Sciences  ;  Higher  Mathematics  ;  and  Music. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  the  success  of  this  work  is  in  the 
fact,  that  a  majority  of  the  schools  of  this  section  are  taught 
by  Normal  graduates  who  have  proven  themselves  eminently 
qualilied  for  their  high  calling,  while  a  large  number  of  our 
academic  students  have  enrolled  in  the  colleges  and  universi- 
ties of  the  land. 

Moral  Culture. 

The  school  is  a  State  institution,  therefore,  non-sectarian. 
Students  are  required  to  attend  devotional  exercises  held  each 
morning  in  Chapel  Hall.  The  school  is  greatly  indebted  to 
the  ministers  of  the  town  for  their  kindness  in  frequently  con- 
ducting these  exercises. 

There  are  seven  churches  in  the  town,  and  students  are  cordi- 
ally welcomed  to  the  services  and  Sunday  Schools. 

Great  care  is  taken  in  the  selection  of  boarding  houses  for 
the  students.  A  good  moral  atmosphere  is  a  necessary  requsite 
and  only  those  places,  that  meet  this  requirement,  are  recom- 
mended. 

Government. 

Self — Government,  strengthened  and  directed  by  older  and 
wiser  heads,  is  the  government  of  the  school. 

Students  are  required  to  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  school,  and  conduct  themselves,  under  all  circumstances, 
as  ladies  and  gentlemen;  but  they  are  to  do  these  things  from 
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J  a  sense  of  right,  rather  than  from  a  feeling  of  obligation.  The 

!  aim  is  to  inculcate  principles  of  right  living  and  self  control, 

!  and  thereby  develop  the  true  man  and  woman. 

S  Literary  Work. 

!  The  Parthenian  and  Ciceroman  Literary  Societies  afford  spe- 

S  cial  advantages  in  Composition,  Reading,  Declamation,  Oration, 

J  Debate  and  Parliamentary  Ruling. 

J  rhese  are  all  required  in  the  regular  course,  and  it  is  the  duty 

J  of  each  student  u|)on  entering  school  to  become  an  active  mem- 

!  her  in  one  of  the  societies.    The  exercises  are  under  the  per- 

!  sonal  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

S  Rare  advantages  in  practical  literary  work  are  given  by  Ihe 

!  publication  of  the  * 'Shepherd  College  Picket,"  a  paper  edited 

!  monthly  by  the  School. 

!  Examinations. 

5  Examinations,  either  written  or  oral,  are  held  at  the  close 

!  of  each  term,  and  are  ( onducted  by  the  teachers  in  charge  of 

I  respective  studies.     Wilful  absence  from  examinations  is  not 

8  tolerated,  and  no  student  is  advanced,  unless  he  has  passed  a 

!  satisfactory  test  on  all  the  branches  of  his  grade. 

S  Reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  stii- 

;  dents  ai  e  sent  regularly  to  the  parents  or  guardian,  and  tbey 

I  are  requested  to  report  to  the  Principal,  after  a  careful  exam- 

S  ination  of  the  standing  of  the  student. 

I  To  Parents  and  Guardianri. 

5  We  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians 

j  in  securing  the  best  results  for  the  coming  year.    The  teacher 

\  may  try  to  guard  the  student  from  evil,  he  may  point  out  the 

5  path  ot  right  and  duty;  but  without  the  help  of  those,  who 

S  are  more  closely  related  to  that  student,  his  efforts  will,  too

!  equal  to  5S0  per  cent,  of  the  questions  asked.    These  diplomas 

i  are  equivalent  to  number  one  certificates,  after  the  holder  has 

5  taught  three  years  under  a  number  one  county  certificate.  The 

5  State  Board  of  Examiners  issue  two  classes  of  certiticates;  first 

5  class  for  twelve  years,  second  class  for  six  years.    'The  sec- 

;  ond  class  certificate  shall  be  issued,  upon  application,  without 

5  examination,  to  the  graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School  and 

!  its  branches,  and  of  the  State  University,  when  said  graduates 

S  shall  have  presented  to  the  Board  satisfactory  evidence  that

I  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


AND  ITS  BRANCHES. 


The  board  of  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School  make  and 
ordain  for  the  government  of  the  same,  the  following  Rules 
and  Regulations,  in  accordance  with  section  88  of  the  School 
Law: 

Rule  1st.  The  Teachers  of  each  Normal  School  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Principal  and  as  many  Assistants  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  conduct  the  several  departments  established  therein. 

2nd.  The  Principal  and  Assistants  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Regents  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  practicable,  and  shall  continue  one  year,  unless  for  cause 
removed. 

3rd.  The  number  of  students  which  each  county  in  the  State 
shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  to  the  Normal  Department  in  the 
State  Normal  Schools,  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  shall  be  as 
follows:

4th.  Applications  for  appointment  to  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  Normal  Schools  shall  be  made  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Free  Schools  of  the  county  in  which  the  appli- 
cant resides;  and  said  Superintendent  shall  elect  such  number 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Normal  School  in 
his  county  in  the  foregoing  apportionment,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Free  Schools. 

5th.  As  far  as  practicable,  males  and  females  shall  be  se- 
lected in  equal  proportion.  Male  pupils  must  not  be  less  than 
fourteen,  and  the  female  not  less  than  thii'teen  years  of  age. 

6th.  Every  certificate  of  appointment  to  the  Normal  Schools 
of  this  State  shall  be  directed  to  the  School  which  the  appli- 
cant may  desire  to  a]^tend.  The  County  Superintendent  ma- 
king such  appointment  shall  at  once  notify  the  Principal  of 
said  School  of  such  appointment.  The  Faculty  of  said  school 
shall,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  have  power 
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to  vacate  any  appointment  or  certificate,  for  non-attendance, 
inaptitude  to  learn,  immorality,  or  other  ofood  cause.  In  case 
of  a  certificate  beino-  thus  vacated,  the  Faculty  shall  notif  y  the 
County  Superintendent,  who  issued  the  certificate  of  such  va- 
cation; whereupon,  if  no  appeal  is  taken  to  the  State  Superin- 
tendent within  twenty  days  after  the  action  of  the  Faculty,  ho 
may  make  an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 
Fvery  County  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  record  in  his  ofiice 
of  all  appointments  made  ])y  him. 

7th.  No  applicant  for  appointment  shall  be  appointed  by 
County  Superintendent,  unless  he,  or  she,  be  of  good  moral 
character,  and  shall  sustain  a  good  examination  in  reading, 
spelling,  elementary  arithmetic,  geography  and  elementary 
English  grammar.  Sai<l  examination  may  be  made  either  by 
the  County  Superintendent  or  the  Principal  of  the  School, 
which  the  applicant  desires  to  attend. 

8th.  The  County  Superintendent  shall  require  of  each  appli- 
cant appointed,  to  subscribe  to  the  following  declaration  : 

"1,  ,  do  declare  that  it  is  my  purpose  to  be- 
come a  teacher  in  the  Free  Schools  of  West  Virginia,  and  do 
solemnly  y)romise,  if  admitted  to  the  Normal  Schools  of  said 
State,  I  will  on  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  studies, 
and  within  two  years  thereafter,  spend  one  year  in  teaching  in 
the  Free  Schools  of  this  State,  at  the  usual  rates  of  compensa- 
tion paid  in  the  Schools  where  my  services  may  be  rendered." 

This  declaration  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  father,  guardian  or 
some  responsible  person  for  the  applicant,  as  follows  :  "1 
agree,  in  case  of  the  failure  of  ,  the  within  named  ap- 
plicant, to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  declaration,  so 
far  as  it  requires  him,  or  her,  to  spend  one  year  in  teaching  in 
the  Free  Schools  of  this  State,  to  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  School  which  he,  or 
she,  may  attend,  tuition  at  the  regular  rate,  for  such  time  as 
said  applicant  shall  have  been  in  attendance  at  said  School."

Thereupon  he  shall  give  such  applicant  the  following  certifi 
cate  : 

''The  bearer,  ,  having  been  duly  examined,  has 

sustained  a  good  examination,  and  being  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, is  hereby  appointed  to  receive  instruction  in  the  Normal 
School  of  this  State,  from  county,  West  Virginia." 
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9th.  The  Normal  student  shall  be  allowed  three  years  within 
which  to  comply  with  his  atrreement  to  teach  one  year  in  the 
Free  Schools  of  the  State;  and  if  such  compliance  is 
not  made  therewith  in  three  years  from  the  date  of 
2:radu?iti'.)n,  the  Executive  C(»nmuttee  of  the  school  from  which 
the  said  student  trraduated,  shall  at  once  proceed  to  collect 
from  the  bondsman  or  bondsmen,  the  amount  of  tui- 
tion due  the  State  from  said  student.  That  this  may  be  fully 
complied  with,  the  said  i^raduate  shall  annually  report  to  the 
Executive  Connnittce  of  the  school  of  which  said  teacher  is  a 
«:raduate,  or  make  such  report  until  the  one  year's  teaching 
has  been  done  in  the  Free  Schools  of  the  State. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  President  of  the  Board  supply  the  Prin- 
cipals and  Executive  Committees  of  -the  several  schools  with 
these  sections  for  posting  and  execution. 

10th.  Each  appointee  shall  deliver  his,  or  her,  certificate 
and  declaration,  to  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  he  or 
she,  attends,  who  shall  tile  the  same  with  the  archives  and  rec- 
ords of  the  school,  and  enter  the  name  of  such  person  on  the 
register  of  noru>al  pupils. 

11th.  Whenever  the  accommodations  thereof  will  admit  of 
the  same,  so  many  paying  students  as  can  be  accommodated 
therein  from  thi^  State,  or  any  other  State,  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Normal  School,  giving  preference  to  citizens  of  this 
State,  whether  they  desire  to  become  teachers  or  not. 

12th.  State  students  in  any  Normal  School,  may,  upon  re- 
quest, be  transferred  to  another,  upon  procuring  a  certificate 
of  good  deportment  from  the  Principal  of  the  School  he  is  at- 
tending, or  by  permission  of  the  Boai'd  of  Regents,  but  not 
otherwise,  and  the  time  he  has  so  attended,  shall  be  credited 
to  him  in  the  course,  by  the  Principal  of  the  School  to  which 
he  is  transferred.  Provided:  He  bring  with  him  his  certifi- 
cate of  appointment  with  time  of  attendance  endorsed  upon  it 
by  the  Principal  of  the  School  whence  he  comes. 

13th.  There  shall  be  but  "two  Departments,  viz:  a  normal 
and  an  academic.  The  Normal  Course  shall  consist  of  three 
years,  and  shall  embrace  the  three  classes:  Junior,  Middle  and 
Senior. 
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The  Faculty  and  Their  Duties. 


5  1st.  The  Principal  and  his  assistants  shall  be  known  as  the 

5  Faculty,  who  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Principal. 

S  2d.  The  Principal,  in  addition  to  his  duties  of  Instructor  shall 

S  be  the  Executive  officer  of  the  school,  and  shall  si^n  all  reports 

S  and  other  official  papers.    He  shall  have  general  supervision 

S  over  the  school,  and  shall  assign  to  the  assistant  teachers,  the 

!  classes  and  studies  which  they  are  to  teach,  and  he  «hall  be 

5  held  responsible  for  the  management  of  the  school.    For  just 

5  cause  he  may  suspend  any  one  of  his  assistants  until  an  inves- 

«  tigation  can  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Regents.    To  the  pupils 

^  h3  shall  assign  the  studies  which  they  are  to  pursue,  and  shall 

J  determine  what  tests  shall  be  required  to  complete  said  stud- 

J  ies.    He  shall  lix  the  order  and  methods  of  all  examinations, 

S  and  shall  require  of  his  assistants,  that  they  so  manage  their 

!  classes,  that  the  pupds  may  have  an  opportunity  of  completing 

?  the  course  in  the  time  prescribed.    He  shall  fix  the  scale  of 

!  grading  to  be  used  in  the  school,  and  how  often  report-*  of 

S  Scholarship  and  attendance  shall  be  made,  and  shall  make  all 

J  required  reports  to  the  proper  officers. 

j  .  3rd.  The  Assistant  Teachers  shall  form   the  "Advisory 

J  Board"  of  the  Principal,  and  their  opinions  shall,  at  all  times, 

j  be  treated  with  respect.    In  the  absence  of  the  Prmcipal,  the 

!  first  Assistant  shall  act  as  Principal. 

S  4:th.  Each  Instructor  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  con- 

!  duct  and  progress  of  the  pupils  under  his  immediate  instruc- 

S  tion,  and  shall  require  strict  obedience  to  the  Uules  and  Regu- 

j  lations  at  all  times. 

J  5th.  The  Faculty  shall  have  the  care,  government  and  in- 

S  struction  of  the  pupils,  under  the  Rules  and  Regulations;  they 

5  shall  devote  their  time  to  their  duties,  and  engage  in  no  busi- 

5  ness  that  will  impair  the  faithful  performance  thereof;  but 

!  the  Principal  shall  collect  tuition  fees. 

S  6th.  The  Principal  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  each  year, 

!  make  out  a  classification  of  the  pupils,  according  to  their  re- 

5  spective  studies,  and  in  due  season,  publish  the  same  in  a  cata- 
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lo2:ue,  with  such  other  o^eneral  information  and  announcements 
pertaininiJ^  to  the  School,  as  may  be  of  public  interest.  He 
shall  also  furni-h  to  the  Regents  a  list  of  the  candidates  for 
graduation,  designating  the  paying  from  the  non-paying  pupils, 
and  giving  the  age  and  giacle  of  standing  of  each  candidate, 
with  the  names  of  studies  in  which  they  have  been  examined. 

7th.  The  Principal  of  each  Normal- School  shall  have  full 
power  to  regulate  the  social  intercourse  between  the  young 
ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  School,  in  such  Hi  way  as  he  shall 
deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  School  and  parties  concerned. 

8th.  The  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  prevent  by  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  adopt,  both  sexes  from  boarding  at  the 
same  house;  to  make  such  special  rules  for  their  government 
as  may  be  necessary  and  to  re(piire  those  who  keep  boarders 
or  rent  rooms  to  students,  to  exercise  such  supervision  over 
them  as  shall  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  School. 

9th.  The  Faculty  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  students 
for  a  time  agreed  upon  by  the  Faculty;  said  time  not  to  exceed 
one  year,  when  such  suspensions  shall  become  necessary  for 
the  proper  government  of  the  School;  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  President  of  the  Board  being  reserved  to  the  party  sus- 
pended. 

* 

And  in  no  case  shall  any  student  be  suspended  until  he  has 
been  given  a  reasonable  time  and  opportunity  for  making  his 
defense  before  the  Faculty. 

10th.  The  Principal  shall  see  that  a  record  is  kept  of  the  de- 
portment and  term  standing  of  each  student,  which  standing 
shall  be  determined  by  an  average  of  class  work  and  exam- 
ination. 

11th.  The  Faculty  shall  enforce  the  following: 

RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  STUDENTS. 

1st.  Each  student  shall  attend  the  daily  sessions  of  the  School, 
and  said  session  shall  not  be  less  than  six  hours. 

2d.  The  daily  session  shall  be  opened  with  such  devotional 
and  other  exercises  as  the  Faculty  may  establish. 

3d.  No  student  shall  leave 'the  school  room,  without  the  in- 
structor's permission. 
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4:th.  All  defacement  of  the  walls,  seats,  desks  or  other  prop- 
el ty  of  the  schools  is  prohibited. 

5th.  Care  of  clothing,  books  and  person  is  enjoined  on  stu- 
dents. 

6th.  Polite  and  respectful  deportment  is  required  of  all, 
both  in  and  out  of  school. 

7th.  Students  shall  not  be  permitted  to  leave  the  School 
grounds  during  School  hours  without  giving  satisfactory  rea- 
sons. 

8th.  When  studies  have  once  been  assigned  a  student,  they 
will  stand  until  changed  or  modihed  by  the  Principal.  Each 
student  shall  have  at  least  three  studies. 

9th.  Students  will  have  access  to  the  School  building,  only 
in  school  hours,  without  the  PrincipaPs  permission,  and  will 
always  be  held  responsible  for  damage  done. 

10th.  All  damnge,  destruction  or  waste,  committed  by  a  stu- 
dent shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  perpetrator. 

11th.  Students  shall  attend  all  recitations  and  examinations, 
and  no  student  shall  go  on  with  his  class,  until  he  has  passed 
said  examinations. 

12th.  Students  are  forbidden  to  visit  all  places  where  intox- 
icating drinks  are  sold  as  a  beverage,  under  the  penalty^  of  sus- 
pension or  dismisbion,  as  the  Faculty  may  direct,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee. 

13th.  Students  shall  not  visit  or  receive  company  during  the 
nights  of  school  days,  after  the  hour  appointed  by  the  Fac- 
ulty for  study,  except  by  the  written  permission  of  their  pa- 
rents or  guardians,  or  by  special  permission  of  some  member 
of  the  Faculty,  who  must  make  a  note  of  the  same  and  report 
to  the  Principal.  But  the  Faculty  may  designate  an  hour  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  evenings,  after  which  students  shall  be 
required  to  be  and  remain  in  their  rooms. 

14th.  The  carrying  of  fire-arms  or  other  deadly  weapons  is 
strictlv  forbidden.  The  violation  of  this  rule  shall  subject  the 
offender  to  the  severest  penalty  of  the  School.  The  playing  of 
cards,  or  the  bringing  of  them  on  the  School  grounds,  is  pro- 
hibited, and  any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be  punished  by  sus- 
pension or  expulsion,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty, 
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15th.  Students  absenting  themselves  without  proper  permis-  S 

sion,  will  be  required  to  exp'ain  their  absence.    It  shall  be  the  S 

duty  of  each  student  to  render  his  or  her  excuse  for  absence,  : 

as  early  as  possible,  to  the  ]3roper  authority,  and  witJioiit  heing  ; 

called  upon.    If  any  student  shall  neglect  to  do  this,  and  shall  ; 

suffer  three  days  to  pass  without  rendering  said  excuse,  it  j 

shall  not  be  received  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Faculty.  ; 

16th.  Any  person  who  has  been  knowingly  exposed  to  a  con-  | 

tagious  or  infectious  disease,  who  shall  enter  or  be  enrolled  in  )! 

the  School  so  soon  after  such  exposure  as  to  render  it  possible  \ 

to  communicate  such  disease  to  others,  may  upon  proof  of  such  5 

exposure  be  expelled  by  the  Faculty.  | 

I7th.  In  all  cases,  where  a  student  attending  a  recitation,  is  S 

not  prepared  to  recite,  it  is  his  duty  to  make  it  known  before  S 

the  commencement  of  the  exercise  to  the  Teacher  who  con-  S 

ducts  it.    Should  he  fail  to  do  so,  he  cannot  afterwards  be  5 

excused  on  the  lesson.  5 

18lh.  All  Literary  Societies  shall  ])e  under  the  control  of  the  ; 

Faculty,  and  there  shall  be  at  least  one  such  Society  in  each  j 

School.  S 

19th.  The  following  obligation  shall  be  required  of  each  pu-  ! 

pil  when  enrolling:  j

Discipline. 

20th.  The  methods  of  discipline  shall  be  : 

I.  Admonition  by  the  teacher  in  whose  roorr  the  offense 
was  committed  : 

II.  Private  Admonition  by  the  Principal. 

III.  Admonition  by  the  Faculty. 
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IV.  Admonition  before  the  whole  School. 

V.  Suspension. 

VI.  Dismission  from  School. 

2 1st.  Striking  in  anger,  any  pupil,  except  in  self-defense,  or 
in  resenting  a  gross  insult,  shall  he  punished  by  suc^pen^on  or 
expulsion,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty.  Striking  an  In- 
structor, or  conviction  of  felony,  or  larceny,  shall  be  punished 
by  expulsion. 

22d.  The  commission  of  any  misdemeanor  against  the  law 
of  the  State,  shall  be  punished  by  suspension  or  expulsion,  as 
the  Faculty  may  direct. 

23d.  The  Faculty  shall  have  authority  to  establish  rules  with 
such  penalties  as  in  their  judgujent  may  seem  best  for  the  good 
of  the  Sc;hool  for  special  cases  not  covered  by  the  rules  herein 
prescribed.  •  .

!       1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  ex- 

5  ercise  proper  care  ®ver  the  build  in  org,  grounds  and  property 

5  of  the  School  ;  keep  them  in  good  repair  and  condition,  pre- 

j  vent  all  damages,  and  demand  indemnity  for  the  same  ;  see 

I  that  school-rooms  are  properly  warmed,  ventilated  and  kept 

i  clean  and  comfortable. 

j       2d.  They  shall  audit  all  accounts  against  the  School,  deter- 

5  mine  all  matter  of  expenditure  not  provided  for  by  law  or  oth- 

5  erwise,  and  in  all  emergencies,  exercise  such  executive  au- 

5  thority  in  the  absence  of  the  Regents  as  the  law  permits,  and 

j  order  the  payment  of  expenditures  as  they  occur,  from  moneys 

!  placed  in  their  hands  by  the  Board  of  Regents  and  incidental 

S  fees. 

5       3d.  They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  Secretary  and 

!  Treasurer,  and  notify  the  State  Superintendent  of  the  same. 

5       4:th.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 

J  of  the  Committee  ;  shall  enter  therein  all  moneys  received  by 

5  the  Treasurer  or  Executive  Committee,  and  at  all  times  sub- 
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jfct  his  record  for  examination  by  the  Faculty,  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  the  Board  of  Regents. 

5th.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  drawn  by  the 
Executive  Committee  from  the  State  or  de.  ived  from  tuition 
and  incidental  fees,  pay  it  out  by  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  Board  of  Ktgents  and  make  a  complete  itemized  re- 
port to  the  said  Board  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year;  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  placej  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands 
as  such  in  some  convenient  Bank  in  the  treasurer's  name  and 
the  same  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom,  except  upon  an  order 
made  by  said  Committee  and  signed  by  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  thereof. 

6th.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  visit  the  School  from 
time  to  time,  note  the  progress  of  students,  their  conduct,  the 
modes  of  instruction,  and  inspect  the  buildings,  furniture  and 
fittings. 

7th.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  and  present  to 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  annual  visit,  a  Report,  showing 
in  detail  the  amount  received  from  all  sources  and  the  amount 
disbursed  for  all  purposes  by  them  during  the  school  year, 
with  such  other  information  as  will  show  the  operations,  con- 
dition and  wants  of  the  School.
